Species Elections 

The Examiner has required a species election to one of the following species for the 
agent administered in combination with Rapamycin, selected from: 

A) B7-1 specific antibody, 

B) B7-2-specific antibody, or 

C) B7-1- and B7-2-specific antibodies. 

Applicants elect species C) B7-1- and B7-2-specific antibodies. Currently, 
Claims 1-13 are readable on this species. 

The Examiner has further required a species election to one of the following species for 
the performance of the claimed method, selected from: 

A) ex vivo, or 

B) in vivo. 

Applicants elect species B) in vivo. Currently, Claims 1, 2, and 4-13 are readable on 
this species. 

The Examiner has further required a species to one of the following species for the 
targeted immune response selected from the group set forth on page 41, paragraph 1 of 
the application. 

Applicants elect the species of systemic lupus erythematosis. Currently, Claims 
1-13 are readable on this species. 

With respect to the elected species, it is the Applicants understanding thai: this 
election is for searching purposes only and upon allowance of the elected claiiris, the 
generic claims also will be searched and Applicants will be entitled to consideration of 
claims to additional species which are written in dependent form or otherwise include all 
the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. § 1.141.
